Axle 
grease is. used so generally for wag- 
gons that many farmers apply that.-.t 
is more expensive and more difficult to 
spread s0 as to. cover the entire sur- 
face of the tool, Unrefined cottonseed 
oil and the low grade catsor oil spread

to dry slowly and cover well; and they 
do. not. dry so hard as linseed oil, 
which prevents the plough or hoe from 
scouring readily, 

A barrel of heavy lubricating oil on 
the farm will save any farther outlay 
fr1 axle grease of machine oil. It is 
good for .killing vermin on animals 
and for protecting tools from rust—

Carnegie, who acted in counjunction 
with the experts of the militia depart- 
ment.
